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Dear Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed 01/29/2003. 
Claims 1-9, 11-24 and 26 remain. 

All claims have been rejected under Sections 102(e) and/or 103(a) as anticipated by 
and/or in view of US2002/0028357 (Shukh et al.). 

The Examiner was not persuaded of Applicants' prior invention by the Rule 131 
Declaration filed with the previous amendment because Applicants failed to provide 
supporting evidence. Included with this Response is a new Rule 131 Declaration by all 
inventors to which is attached supporting evidence in the form of pages from an invention 
disclosure. Page 5 from that invention disclosure shows a graph of data measured from an 
actual laminated structure that forms the underlayer of Applicants' claimed invention. 

In view of the attached declaration, Applicants believe that the supporting evidence 
establishes that Shukh is not available as a Section 102(e) reference and the Examiner's 
indicated allowability of claims 10-11 and 25-26 if amended to be in independent form is 
appropriate. 
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In the previous amendment filed 13 November, 2002 independent claim 1 was 
amended to include the limitation of claim 10, independent claim 15 was amended to 
include the limitation of claim 25, and claim 26 was amended to depend from claim 15. 
Thus all remaining claims are believed in condition for allowance.
